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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 23, 2004 was filed after the 
mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on November 19, 2004. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the construction 
of a rotaiy electric machine as described on: 

independent claim 1, comprising: a stator comprising teeth having a fi-ee end 
deprived of pole swellings, and a concentrated winding; 

independent claim 39, comprising: an annular portion, and teeth having an end 
connected to said annular portion, each tooth comprising two non-parallel opposite planar 
faces; 

independent claim 40, comprising: at least one detector comprising a magnetic 
field sensor to detect a magnetic field of the magnets of the rotor fi*om a location that 
overlaps a peripheral region of the rotor when the machine is observed on an axis of 
rotation of the rotor; 

independent claim 41, comprising: a concentrated winding comprising at least one 
individual coil comprising a plurality of supeiposed turns of a substantially flat bundle of 
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insulated wires wound around a winding axis, in such a manner that a cross-section of the 
bundle has a long dimension that extends substantially peipendicularly to the winding 
axis; and 

independent claim 42, comprising: a concentrated winding comprising at least one 

coil defining with a coiresponding tooth a gap, and a detector for delivering a signal 

representative of rotation of a the rotor being engaged in said gap. 

Dependent claims 2-38 and 43-45 are considered allowable by their respective 
dependence on allowed independent claims 1 and 39.
